Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 20.—Sir Wil- 


fred Laurier, former Dominion Pre- 
mier and present leader of the Lib- 
eral party in Canada, entered upon 
his seventy-fifth year today, having 
been born at St. Lin, Quebec, Novem- 
ber 20, 1841. The anniversary was 
marked by the receipt of congratula- 
tions from friends and' admirers 
throughout Canada and from the 
United States and England as well.
